Rev. Dr. J. D. Steele. secretary of 


the commission, says the plan provides 
for tho establishment of a council, 
which will be called the "fe-Jeral coun- 
cil of reformed churches In America, 
holding the Presbyterian system." 


This council will have' no power 


over the worship, creed or government 
of the churches/ which will remain 


^the same as they always have been. 


Board of Arbitration. 


The council. Dr. Steele says, will be 


practically a board of arbi ration. 
It 


will be composed of four ministers and 
four laymen from ^nch cf the denom- 
inations represented, with 'an addi- 
tional minister and elder from each 
church for each 200.000 communicants 
over 200,000. According to this agree-

the other churches wiirficTreiiresentcd 
In proportion. 


In mission work tho federation will1 


be a powerful factor. 
The constant 


aim of the federation will be to guard 
against duplication of agencies. 
In- 


stead of having missionaries from the 
Presbyterian, Union Presbyterian and 
Dutch Reformed churches in the same 
places, tho federation, will divide tho 
territory and assign various parts of it 
to the different churches. 


Each church belonging to the federa- 


tion will retain Its own Identity In all 
things.' 


Seven Churches Represented, 


The seven churches which were rep- 


resented on the commission are tho 
Reformed Presbytorlnn church, general 
synod: the lleformod church In Anier-, 
lea, the Presbyterian church In the 
United Slates, the United Prwbytcrlan 
church, the Cumberland Presbyterian 
chruch and the Reformed church In 
tho United States. 


The plan of federation as decided on 


by the commission contains Hovcnteen 
articles. 
II Is the desire of tho com- 


mlsslon~lhat these articles shall not 
bo published until after they have been 
passed on by the Btipre'me Jiidlcatory 
bodies of the various churches.
